It is also the anni- 
versary of other events such as. the annexation of 
Hawaii and the passing of the Nineteenth Amend- 
ment. 

For us, August is the month for our General As- 
sembly and it sees the end of summer vacations for 
our students and teachers. It is a very special month 
for youth activities in our churches. Much can be 
done by the church to correlate the weeks of recre- 
ation and the days of study that lie ahead.

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perfect protection known to man. Christians 

are free and wholly protected from the snares 
of the enemy as long as they remain completely con- 
secrated to Him. There is no reason for any Christian 
to be defeated in his spiritual life; his position in 
Christ is secure and eternal as long as he reposes his 
complete confidence in God. Paul wrote in Colossians 
3:3, “For ye are dead, and your life is hid with Christ 
in God.” This one verse has enough assurance to pro- 
tect the Christian from all the assaults of the devil 
as long as time shall last. 


Examine these words of Paul carefully: “For ye 
are dead, and your life is hid with Christ in God.” The 
security of our position in Christ becomes evident 
when we notice these four things: (1) we are dead; 
(2) our lives are hid; (3) we are with Christ; (4) we 
are in God. What can the enemy do to us as long as 
we maintain this position in the grace of the Lord? 


Before we can be harmed by the enemy we must be 
found, for our lives are hid in the grace of the Lord. 
Man cannot hide from God, but he can hide in God. 
We are promised that the eternal God is our Refuge, 
and underneath are the everlasting arms; and He 
shall thrust out the enemy from before us (Deuterono- 
my 33:27). Then notice that we are not hidden by the 
Lord, but in Him. How can the enemy harm us until 
he has first destroyed God, as long as we retain this 
position in Him? 


If it were possible for the enemy to discover us and 
destroy God to reach us, we still would be protected 
by His grace—for we are with Christ as long as we do 
His will and keep His commandments. It is the prom- 
ise of Christ to be with us always—even until the end 
of the age (Matthew 28:20). We are never alone, but 
He is with us at all times. We cannot be overcome by 
sin as long as He is our Companion. But then suppose 
the devil should be successful in discovering us, reach- 
ing our position in God, and overcoming our com- 
panion Jesus Christ—what then? What could he do 
with the genuine Christian man who thus stood alone? 
The grace of God would mock him, for we are dead— 
and you cannot harm a dead man. This death in Christ 
is, of course, a paradoxical death, because the more we 
die, the more we live. 


Paul said in Galatians 2:20, “I am crucified with 
Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth 
in me: and the life which I now live in the flesh I 
live by the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me.” The more a Christian dies, 
the more he lives. That is the paradox, and that is the 
glory. As far as sin is concerned, we can become dead

we are dead to Satan, he cannot harm us; and be- 
cause we are alive unto God, He can mold us. 

Reflect for a while on the spiritual protection God 
has provided by His grace. First of all, He has hidden 
us; we are not simply hidden, but hidden in Him; 
we are not hidden alone in Him, but are with Christ; 
we are more than hidden with Christ in God, but are 
dead to Satan and insensitive to his lures. The Chris- 
tian who recognizes and retains this place can never 
fall.

The meeting climaxed with a banquet with the 
Alumni Association of Lee College on the evening of 
May 23. 

The overseers shared views, received counsel and 
inspiration on ways to promote the work of God. Now 
may God crown those efforts with His grace that 
there may be success in His name.

OME BIBLE SCHOLARS say that the days of 

miracles are past. Miracles live with God, in 

the beginning and in the end of times. God 
is a miracle-performing Personality; Christ was from 
the Father and the earth is full of His wondrous 
miracles. I have been a believer in miracles and divine 
healing for many years. Especially during the past 
twenty-eight years of my ministry Christ has been my 
Healer. However, from a Bible viewpoint, there is an- 
other side we should consider. God is the greatest pow- 
er, with power over all in heaven and on earth. There 
is, however, another great power, the power of Satan. 
When we are converted, we are turned from the power 
of Satan to the power of God. 

Since there are two great powers in the world, we 
must choose the right power. Adam and Eve were de- 
ceived into believing in the power of Satan; they 
were driven from the presence of God. Since the hu- 
man mind cannot separate the unseen difference, the 
decision must be made through spiritual discernment. 
Scientists of our day use electronic measurements to 
determine the good and evil in the problems of man- 
kind, but I am afraid that we Christians are not so 
alert in separating the good from the evil; the tree 
contains both good and evil fruit. However, in the 
midst of all trees, there is the way of truth and life. 

We are taught by the Word of God that Satan in the 
last days will perform before the revelation of the 
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Miracles of God and 
Miracles of Satan 


antichrist with all power and signs and lying wonders, 
and with all deceivableness of unrighteousness (2 
Thessalonians 2:9, 10). However, God will not cease 
His work because of Satan; His noble miracles will 
continue and men will have power with God as Jacob 
had. Yet, many will be deceived by the power of the 
devil through men. Father Divine has performed mir- 
acles without number; millions have been deceived 
by his enchantments. I have been told by ministers 
that have visited his meetings, that after seeing his 
power, it was all they could do to resist believing in 
his practice. The spirit of evil conviction from the 
devil would seize even the minds of men of God, only 
the power of truth prevailed over the evil one. 

Simon, the man we read of in Acts 8, was some- 
what like unto Father Divine. He had bewitched the 
people for a long time with his sorcery, giving out that 
he was some great one. Friends, only God is the great 
One. There is a danger in man’s becoming too great 
in the eyes of man. Simon did very well with his 
sorcery, which was magic enchantment or divination 
by the aid of evil spirits, witchcraft, until his magic 
deception met with God’s performed miracles. It was 
revealed by the Holy Ghost that his heart was not 
right with God. I know of great revivals conducted by 
men of evil minds who exercised some kind of power. 
Souls seemed to be converted, and saints shouted and 
rejoiced at his preaching. Yet this man was full of evil 
lust and was living in gross sin. He came to service 
full of power (not the power of God), and speaking 
with tongues believed to be that of the Holy Ghost. I 
want you to keep in mind that God’s power is real 
and that He has good men and uses those men to de- 
liver mankind from sickness and sin. 


TRUE MIRACLES OF GOD 


We must believe that God does perform miracles to- 
day as of yesterday. My writing is not to offset faith 
in God but to expose the power of Satan. Nicodemus, 
the ruler of the Jews, was strongly convinced that 
Christ was the Son of God by the miracles He per-

formed. “No man can do these miracles that thou 
doest, except God be with him.” The disciples went 
forth and preached everywhere, the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the word with signs fol- 
lowing (Mark 16:20). God is the same today, and it 
is also true that the devil is the same deceiver today. 
Satan began his work of deception in the beginning 
and will finish his work on earth by deceiving the 
nations that God has permitted to live as sheep na- 
tions in His earthly kingdom (Revelation 20:8). Re- 
gardless of the workings of Satan, God still performs 
miracles and they are real. 


MIRACLES OF SATAN 


As God performs miracles, so does Satan. There 
are two great powers, the power of God and the power 
of the devil. I fear both powers. The natural man 
cannot receive the things of God; he must be born 
again to know the power of God. Only the power of 
God can discern the secret workings of Satan. The 
Bible teaches that Satan in the last days will perform 
miracles and by those miracles will deceive many. I 
hesitate to refer to these passages for fear someone 
will doubt the real miracles of God and men that love 
God; however, a sermon of half truth is worse than 
no truth at all. People do not readily believe statements 
that have no truth in them but are deceived by half 
truths, so we must tell the whole truth of God’s Word. 
May we refer to Revelation 13. “The second beast 
exerciseth all the power of the first beast” (verse 12). 
The second beast has power from the first beast. 
Where did the first beast receive his power? From Sa- 
tan, the dragon, the devil. “And they worshipped the 
dragon which gave power unto the beast” (verse 4). 
By this Satan-power the beast performs great won- 
ders and by the miracles he deceiveth the people. He 
will make fire come down from heaven in the sight 
of men (verse 13). By the power of Satan the beast 
deceiveth them that dwell on the earth by the means 
of those miracles which he has power to do (verse 14). 
This power is not false, it is real, devil-working power. 

Recall the man that was full of devils. The devils 
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would cast him into fire or water and throw him 
down upon the ground. When the devils were out of 
him, he was a normal man. The devil has great power; 
he will have power to cause the image of the first 
beast to speak and to cause men to be put to death 
(verse 15). Do you mean to say that devils can work 
miracles? Open your Bible. and turn with me to Reve- 
lation 16:14: “For they are the spirits of devils, work- 
ing miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the 
earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the 
battle (here the devil is starting a war) of that great 
day of God Almighty.” These devils came out of the 
mouths of the false prophet, the beast and the dragon. 
We have encountered many devils coming out of the 
mouths of false prophets speaking lies in hypocrisy, 
men that have departed from the faith, giving heed 
to seducing spirits and doctrines of devils (1 Tim. 
4:1, 2). They that receive the mark of the beast are 
either forced into taking the mark or are deceived. 
By his miracles most of them will be branded as serv- 
ants of the beast. “And the beast was taken, and 
with him the false prophet that wrought miracles 
before him, with which he deceived them that had re- 
ceived the mark of the beast,” Revelation 19:20.

The pretended miracles performed by the magicians 
looked real enough, but they were false. The Scrip-

VERYTHING is all a-buzz 
é around the church — it is 

Sunday morning. The super- 
intendents are early to see that 
everything is in readiness; the 
caretaker, who keeps the church 
immaculately clean, comes really 
early to have all the buildings 
warm and in order; the transpor- 
tation committee is also early with 
the bus and extra cars to bring folk 
to Sunday School; the pastor is 
there playing chimes over the out- 
side speakers to bless the people of 
the community and remind them 
that it is the Lord’s Day and time 
to worship. Sunday School is car- 
ried on in an _ orderly and 
systematic fashion, with an evan- 
gelistic appeal, stressing the power 
in the Word for our daily lives.

the Church. When we return from 
the wedding the phone is ringing; 
the person is still needing help, and 
off Brother Watson goes to lend 
advice and prayer. 

One group of young people is 
doing Sunday School extension 
work, and another is working on a 
branch Sunday School. 

At seven p.m. we are back at 
church. The Soul-winners’ Band 
meets in the auditorium preceding 
the regular evening service. This 
band was inspired by the Lord 
years ago and has met every Sun- 
day since, teaching the Word, 
stressing consecration and soul- 
winning. Also, groups of young peo- 
ple usually meet at this time to 
practice songs, music or a program 
for the coming week. The service 
following is evangelistic. We have 
a beautiful choir and a good little 
orchestra. We have a fine group 
of about thirty to forty young peo- 
ple who do special singing for spe- 
cial occasions. There are always 
visitors for service; they are rec- 
ognized, made welcome and invited 
to return.

At noon he returns to find 
a number of phone calls, and we 
spend the afternoon in visiting the 
sick, in homes and hospitals. One 
young woman who was dying from 
severe burns—the most horrible 
sight I ever beheld—said, “I have 
been saved since this happened, for 
I feel as if I’m in hell.” During the 
evening meal a call comes from 
a distracted mother—son in trou- 
ble, and we must help! 

The Boy Scouts met at the 
church as they do each Monday 
night. They really enjoy the ac- 
tivities the troop provides. We are 
trying to keep our young people 
busy and happy in the church, 
hoping to save them from many of 
the temptations of the world. 

On the first Monday night in 
each month there is a district fel- 
lowship meeting or a youth rally— 
alternately. 

Tuesday: The state council met 
at two p.m. Brother Watson

planned to do some odd jobs 
around the church and parsonage 
this morning after prayer service, 
but that didn’t last long, as some 
visitors came by. Then there were 
several telephone calls to be made 
to help some folks; one call was 
made to the Welfare Department, 
one to the state parole board, and 
various others. He ate his lunch 
with the telephone on his shoulder, 
trying to get as much as possible 
done before leaving for the state 
office. Recently a check was made 
on the number of phone calls per 
day and the time spent. There were 
thirty-six calls amounting to five 
or six hours spent on the telephone. 
We are happy to have the privi- 
lege to serve and do the little that 
we can. Some sick folk were prayed 
for over the phone. Many times 
the Lord heals by this way of pray-

ing. Tonight was prayer meeting 
night. These services are always 
well-attended and the Lord blesses 
with His presence. We are stress- 
ing Bible reading and study, and 
starting with Genesis next week, 
we hope to go through the Bible to- 
gether. The families will read at 
home and questions will be asked 
on the chapters on prayer meeting 
night—taking only part of the 
time, however. Surely Jesus is say- 
ing also to this generation: “Ye do 
err not knowing the scriptures nor 
the power of God.” 
Wednesday: Brother Watson 
spent the day visiting. There were 
sick calls and homes with serious 
problems: a broken home; a back- 
slidden member needing help; a 
mother with several children, de- 
serted by her husband, needing 
food; another mother with a de-

linguent son she can’t man- 
age. They all say to the pastor: 
“What can we do? You will have to 
help us.” As Brother Watson start- 
ed out to make a call a man drove 
up, drinking. Beaten and discour- 
aged with life, he said, “I am hav- 
ing to leave home. Brother Watson, 
tell me where I can go from here.” 
Hard problems, but Jesus is the 
Master of every situation and the 
man has been saved. Oh, what a 
privilege to have a little part in 
helping lost and needy humanity! 
Some of the ladies are taking out 
some clothing for needy families 
while another group is getting some 
boxes ready (clothes and litera- 
ture) to mail to the missions fields. 
There is a mission spirit among the 
people in our church, and yet we 
feel we are not even “scratching 
the surface” compared to what we 
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should be doing. At our special 
missions service a few months ago, 
over $5,000 was given and pledged. 
We are sponsoring Brother and 
Sister Skaggs in Honduras; the 
young married people’s class is 
helping to support a worker in In- 
dia; the L.W.W.B. is helping to 
support a pastor in Cuba; a couple 
in the church, starting now, will 
support a pastor in the Dominican 
Republic; and different Sunday 
School classes are working on mis- 
sions projects. We mail clothes and 
literature to several different mis- 
sions fields and send special offer- 
ings at Christmas. 


Thursday: Brother Watson 
serves as chaplain on the gover- 
nor’s staff and today a call came 
from the prison chaplain asking 
that he hold a service in the jail at 
three p.m. He is also working on 
the case of a man soon to be elec- 
trocuted. ‘There were several things 
to be done while downtown, so he 
“killed several birds with one 
stone.” One of our young ministers 
has been drafted into the service, 
and Brother Watson is trying to 
help him to be reclassified so that 
he may work for the Lord a while 
longer, anyway. A very serious, un- 
mentionable crime has been com- 
mitted, and Brother Watson is ex- 
pected to help the person, even 
though he is guilty. He will try to 
help, but he will be fair with both 
the person and the law. The 
L.W.W.B. spent the day quilting, 
after prayer. 

This is Y.P.E. night and the 
young people had a fine program. 





The youth are divided into three 
groups: the children with their 
leader had about twenty minutes 
in which they sang and recited, 
after which their leader read them 
a nice story. The teen-agers put on 
an interesting skit, both intellec- 
tual and spiritual. The young 
adults had a panel discussion on a 
subject vital to them, “The Spirit- 
uality of Modern Youth.” Some- 
times as the young people sing 
sweet choruses during the devo- 
tional period, the Spirit of the Lord 
comes down and’ many go to the 
altar for a deeper consecration; 
the time is spent in a very spiritual 
way and the program has to wait 
until the next week. The children 
also have a little meeting each 
Thursday evening before the regu- 
lar service — songs, Bible drill, 
stories, etc. 

Tonight we had Sunday School 
teachers’ meeting at seven o’clock. 
Occasionally the officials, teachers 
and workers get together in a so- 
cial, usually a nice meal together 
in a downtown restaurant, after 
which “better ways and means” for 
the church work are discussed. 

The young people also sponsor a 
summer camping trip each year. 
This year they plan devotional 
services with Bible study each day. 

Friday: Even though we have 
class and departmental secretaries 
who write the absentees from Sun- 
day School each week, Brother 
Watson wrote the ones in the 
men’s Bible class this morning. 
Many calls have come in now for 
the past few days for persons who

must be visited. A membership of 
more than 400, their families, rela- 
tives and friends; the pastors on 
the district and their problems; 
our own families and hundreds of 
friends won over a long period of 
time (the result of pastoring the 
same church for so many years) 
add up to a long list and a heavy 
responsibility. There are always 
members and friends on the sick, 
discouraged, tempted and tried, fi- 
nancially pressed, persecuted, mis- 
treated-at-home list and we are 
reaching as many of them as we 
can and praying for more time and 
strength to help others. Often the 
phone rings and a knock at the 
door sounds at the same time. Non- 
members, some sinners and some 
Christians of other churches, call 
on Brother Watson regularly for 
any need they might have, and he 
counts it a great opportunity to 
serve them. Many of them refer to 
him as “Dad” Watson. Sunday he is 
to help with the funeral of a non- 
member. Numbers come to Brother 
Watson to marry them, dedicate 
their babies, etc. All our young par- 
ents in the church also dedicate 
their babies to the Lord. The ladies 
are having a shower tonight and 
Brother Watson had a few hours 
for prayer and study in prepara- 
tion for the week-end services. The 
usual bedtime is eleven to twelve 
o’clock, but it was a little earlier 
tonight; however, a call came in 
after we retired, and we both went 
to pray for a sick woman. 


At eight this morning the Full 


Counselling with a young couple. 
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met at the Biltmore Hotel for 
breakfast and a wonderful service. 
Some of the men flew here from 
several states. They have great tes- 
timonies and an amazing love for 
lost souls. We always enjoy meet- 
ing with them once each month. 


Saturday: We have a fine group 
of young men who love to work for 
the Lord in the local church. Not 
having to work on Saturdays, they 
spend much of the day in Sunday 
School visitation. Brother Watson 
joins them when he can or calls 
numbers on the phone, reminding 
them to come to Sunday School. 
He also calls others on Sunday 
morning in case they didn’t hear 
the alarm clock, or might be 
“thinking of staying out today,” 
but usually they come after they 
are called. 


Occasionally the teachers have 
little outings for the children on 
Saturdays and Brother Watson 
goes up to “play” with them for a 
few minutes. 


Today we had the funeral of an 
infant, the first child of a nice 
young couple. They were so heart- 
broken. There are sorrows and joy, 
burdens and blessings, hard work 
and pleasure, all mingled in one 
big measure of opportunity of serv- 
ice for the Lord. 

Tonight the Lamplighters met. 
We have some fine leaders work- 
ing with the boys and girls in this 
club. Others went to the city prison 
for a service. Brother Watson held 
a conference for one of the pastors 
on the district. After his return

there will probably be more prep- 
aration for the service tomorrow. 
We shall have Communion. Some- 
times we have Communion on Sun- 
day morning and sometimes we 
have Communion and feet-wash- 
ing on Tuesday evening at prayer 
meeting. The Lord always blesses 
in these services. We are trying to 
reach, and to teach our people the 
greater blessings in the Commun- 
ion, to discern more fully the Lord’s 
death, to find more “spiritual” 
life in the cup of wine and “health” 
for the body in the broken bread. 
“As often as ye eat this bread, and 
Grink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come.” What is 
the reason for His “death,” the 
meaning of His shed blood and 
broken body? For our spiritual 
growth, physical health and eter- 
nal life. 


The organizing of the Church of 
God in this community was the 
direct will of God, of this we are 
sure. The foundation was laid on 
“true holiness” with clean, holy liv- 
ing, love for each other and all 
humanity, true worship and soul- 
winning, the cornerstones. The gen- 
eral attitude of our people has al- 
ways been to reach out for and to 
others, at home and abroad. Our 
people have organized and built 
several other churches in nearby 
communities. Funds have been sent 
for 110 missions buildings and 
churches on foreign fields. For 
many years a number of ministers 
in the Church have had their mem- 
bership here. At present we have

between twenty-five and thirty, in- 
cluding six missionaries on the 
fields and one on the “home front,” 
Brother Johnny Owens. The objec- 
tives of the church are to exalt Je- 
sus, win souls, help keep the saved 
saved, help feed and clothe the 
needy, lift up the discouraged, heal 
the sick (in Jesus’ name) and make 
the community a better place by 
being here.

My answer is that television car- 
ries a lethal dose to the spirituality 
of anyone who spends very much 
time with it. If there were such a 
thing as people looking only at the 
things which would benefit, or only 
at the things which would furnish 
them some no-harm recreation, 
television would be all right. But 
who is going to do this? It isn’t 
the bread which kills the rat, it’s 
the poison that is mixed with the 
bread. Checking all the programs 
on television which would come 
over eleven channels for seven 
days, I found there were 180 pro- 
grams which would not harm the 
spirituality of a Christian, and 
there were 342 shows which would 
embrace dancing, drunkenness, 
murder, theft, and other forms of 
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lust and violence—all this plus the 
boxing, wrestling, etc., and the ad- 
vertisements of cigarettes and beer 
which can look so enticing to young 
people. Over one channel alone 
during the seven-day period there 
were four religious programs, five 
on education, five for small chil- 
dren, twenty-four on homemaking, 
panel discussions, etc., and eighty- 
six shows listed as thirty movies 
and fifty-six TV productions. 

Yes. television is in the world to 
stay, and so are many other evils. 
Jesus prayed that the disciples 
would not be taken out of the 
world but would be kept from the 
world. So with all the evils in the 
world we can still be kept from 
them through the power and the 
grace of our Lord and Saviour.

The widespread availability of 
commercial television receivers at a 
price many persons can afford to 
pay has caused Christian parents 
to think soberly, “Shall we have 
televiewing in our home?” 

What is described as the problem 
of television may be stated more 
accurately as the problem of stand- 
ards. Those godly parents who have 
up to this point provided an at- 
mosphere where their children have 
been carefully nurtured “in the ad- 
monition of the Lord,” where their 
reading habits reflect the ability to 
select the good from the bad among 
the works of Shakespeare or mod- 
ern comic books, where language 
patterns reflect home standards 
rather than those they may have 
chanced to hear elsewhere, where

—these have nothing to fear from 
television. The same standards that 
have been applied to other areas 
are extended to the new area, that 
of televiewing.

ture informs us that the performance was of magic 
or enchantment. When Moses performed a miracle, 
the magicians by enchantment or magic would do 
likewise. When Moses performed the first four mir- 
acles, the magicians did in like manner with their 
enchantments (Exodus 7:11). However, when Moses 
performed the fifth miracle of turning the dust into 
lice, the magicians did so with their enchantments, to 
bring forth lice, but they could not (Exodus 8:17, 18). 
Then the magicians went to Pharaoh and said, “This 
is the finger of God” (verse 19). The magicians were 
convinced of God’s miracles before the king conceded 
defeat. When the next miracle was performed the 
magicians were not present at all. When the 
miracle of boils was performed, the magicians were 
present; however, they could not stand before Moses, 
for the boils were upon them also (Exodus 9:11). 
When the magicians saw the hail and fire running 
upon the ground, they did not again contest the real 
miracles of God. The trick in the high-top hat had 
disappeared and only God remained in the act. 


WILL GOD AFFLICT PEOPLE? 


It is true that the devil brings affliction upon people 
and that the demon of affliction 1.2ust be cast out to 
bring about healing and deliverance. However, God 
can send affliction and then heal that affliction from 
mankind. God told Moses to put his hand into his 
bosom, and when he pulled it out, behold, his hand 
was leprous, white as snow. Then God said to put it 
back. When he pulled it out this time, it was healed— 
it was as other flesh upon his body (Exodus 4:6, 7). 
Here God afflicted Moses and healed him of the af- 
fliction while Moses stood in the same place. 

Here is another case where God afflicted a man 
and the affliction brought him to his grave. The Lord 
smote Uzziah the king with leprosy. He was in the 
Temple offering incense before the Lord when the 
leprosy came upon his face. The priest thrust him out 
of the Temple and he died of the leprosy with which 
God had smitten him (2 Chronicles 26:16-23). 

Miriam, the sister of Moses, was smitten of the Lord 
with leprosy and she became leprous, white as snow. 
Moses prayed unto the Lord to heal her, and He did 
after she stayed out of the camp seven days (Num- 
bers 12:1-15). 

The devil covered Job with boils, but it was God 
that covered the Egyptians with boils. During the trib- 
ulation God will pour out His wrath upon men. When 
the first angel pours out his vial, a noisome and griev- 
ous sore will come upon men, and they will gnaw 
their tongues for their pains and blaspheme God for 
their sores (Revelation 16:2, 10, 11). God also sent 
the leprosy of Naaman upon Gehazi, the servant of 
the prophet Elisha, for receiving money that Elisha 
had refused for the healing of Naaman (2 Kings 5:20- 
27). 

Miracles and healings are definitely taught in the 
Scriptures to be part of the Church endowment of 
gifts to be operated by those whom the Spirit gives, 
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as they are given by the Spirit. God set the gifts in 
the Church and through the Spirit the gift of healing 
was given to one member and to another member of 
the body the gift or working of miracles (1 Corin- 
thians 12:9, 10, 28). You cannot separate the gifts from 
the Church. We are admonished to call for the elders 
of the Church and let them pray over the sick and the 
Lord would raise them up. It is the conviction of 
the writer that Christ loved His Church, even unto 
death, and would rebuke any power to take from the 
Church its gifts. I have not read in the Bible or re- 
ceived in vision from the Lord that He has changed 
His church system. Coming out of the Church or 
separating from the Church in order to perform the 
ministry of Jesus Christ is contrary to the Word of 
God and is in conformity to Acts 20:30, “Also of your 
own selves shall men arise, speaking perverse things, 
to draw away disciples after them.” “Perverse things” 
is turning from truth, or misapplication of the truth. 
It is true that the Church has untrue members, even 
untrue ministers, as in the early Church, but the 
disciples stood with the Church while others turned 
their ears from the truth. One person informed me 
that God led her out of the Church. That is unfounded 
truth. The truth of the matter is that God and the 
Holy Ghost guide men into the Church. The Church is 
the ground of the truth (1 Timothy 3:15). And the 
Holy Ghost leads us into all truth (John 16:13). 

In our church work we preach healing for the body 
by the stripes of Jesus Christ; we pray for the sick 
and God heals many of them. We have had outstand- 
ing healings of cancer and tuberculosis as well as of 
many other afflictions. Twenty-eight years ago we 
visited in the home of a mother with tuberculosis who 
was not a member of the church. God healed this 
young mother just a few days before she was to be 
sent to Alto, Georgia, to the sanatarium. She received 
the Holy Ghost and became a member of the Church 
of God. Recently we were in Louisiana preaching in a 
tent meeting. A minister’s wife had traveled to Wash- 
ington, D.C., for her healing and had failed to re- 
ceive it. She also traveled to Birmingham, Alabama, 
for her healing and there failed to receive it. In the 
very first service she was gloriously healed by the 
power of God. When we pray for the sick in the 
church, we take them as they come from the con- 
gregation. Any other minister would meet with the 
same difficulty that the pastor is confronted with in 
getting people to believe God fully for their healings. 
Some are not healed in a short line just as many 
are not healed in a long line in other meetings, but 
some are healed in each line. 

Some will say, ‘““The Church does not believe in heal- 
ing for the body as I believe it.” How many ways are 
there to believe in healing for the body? The Church 
teaches that by faith we are healed by His stripes. 
How do you teach? We pray and get the job done; that 
is all anyone else does. It is God who heals.

NEW YORK — The National 
Council of Churches estimates that 
before the summer is over more 
than seven million American chil- 
dren will have attended Vacation 
Bible Schools or church camps. But 
this figure will include only a com- 
paratively small part of the esti- 
mated 27,000,000 children and 
youth who do not attend Sunday 
School or church. 


MINNEAPOLIS—The average 
Christian congregation “has done 
a very inadequate job with young 
people,” in the opinion of Captain 
Cc. G. Bailey, head of the crime 
prevention bureau of the Minne- 
apolis police department. He told 
a group of seminarians that the 
youth program of churches is 
“weak” because it caters armege oe | 
to its own people. “To be a vital, 
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real part of everyday community 
life, its a ——— should be 
organized to meet the needs of all 
the teen-agers in the community. 
Only by including all young people 
do you begin to protect your own 
youngsters,” he said. 


SACRAMENTO — The California 
Senate, by a 20-7 vote, killed a bill 
which would have made “In God 
We Trust” the official state motto. 
Opponents of the bill said Califor- 
nia, already has a motto — 
“Eureka,” which means “I have 
found it.” This motto was put on 
the state seal one hundred years 
- as a symbol of the discovery 
of gold in California. 


BERLIN — An official of the 
Evangelical Church said the clergy 
shortage in East Germany is now 
critical. There are already 200 va- 
cant pastorates in the Soviet-con- 
trolled area, and the government 
will not grant residence permits to 
young West German pastors who 
are willing to go East and fill these 
vacancies. Many East German pas- 
tors have fled to the West due to 
ill health. 


Church Bells in Moscow 
Tolled on Easter Midnight 


A correspondent for the New York 
Times reported that Easter mid- 
night was a time of rejoicing in 
Moscow for thousands of Chris- 
tians who were called to worship 
= tolling bells for 50 or more 
churches around the city. His re- 
port: “A thousand candles came 
aglow at midnight in Elokhovskaya 
Cathedral here, and the words 
‘Christ Is Risen’ were chanted. 
Sheathed in white satin vestments 
and wearing a bejeweled crown, 


Alexei, Patriarch of Moscow and 
All the Russias, celebrated the cen- 
turies-old ritual of the Russian 
Orthodox Easter mass. 

“From atop the Byzantine tower 
of this cathedral and 50-odd others 
in the Moscow areas, sonorous bells 
Pealed out single notes. Dense 
crowds huddled beneath gilt-vault- 
ed arches inside the cathedral and 
pressed against iron fences with- 
out, chanting hymns that only 
their mothers could have taught 
them. Worship is tolerated here, 
but religious instruction outside the 
home is forbidden. 


“Church bells, awakened each 
Easter after a year-long enforced 
silence, began to ring slowly at the 
stroke of 12. Soon, however, bells 
were pealing in staccato rhythm 
while hymns to Christ mounted 
the scale in half steps. 

“The choirs in two lofts beneath 
the 100-foot dome led the wor- 
shipers in a crescendo which, set 
off by the bells, was reminiscent 
of the rich contrapuntal scenes of 
the opera ‘Boris Godunov.’ 

“Priests in white and red robes 
bearing huge candles and Greek 
crosses of jewels and crystal 
emerged from beneath the golden 
cupola at the front of the cathe- 
dral. Patriarch Alexei, chantin 
monotonal responsive readings, le 
the procession around the outside 
walls. For the few minutes that 
the procession was outdoors, the 
streets around the cathedral were 
packed. Foreign residents of this 
capital said there were many more 
than last year. 

“The scaffolding of houses under 
construction across the square was 
sagging under the weight of spec- 
tators, and housetops were crowd- 
ed. Hundreds in the throng crossed 
themselves as the patriarch passed, 
scattering incense from a silver 
censer. Thousands unquestionably 
pressed against the cathedral gates 
only in curiosity.” 


Church of God Missionary 
Children Go to School in 
Baltimore by Mail 


Children of Church of God 
(Cleveland, Tenn.) missionaries in 
many parts of the world go to the 
same school in Baltimore without 
ever leaving their homes on the 
mission stations. These children at- 
tend the Calvert School, a unique 
educational institution that for 
more than 50 years has specialized 
in providing an education for 
American children who cannot at- 
tend regular schools. 

Among the Church of God mis- 
sionary children attending Calvert 
is 13-year-old Gloria Searcy at the 
mission station in Calabar, Ni- 














geria, West Africa, with her par- 
ents, the Reverend and Mrs. J. 
Searcy. At the mission in Santiago, 
Cuba, is eleven-year-old Calvert 
student Luther Case whose par- 
ents are the Reverend and Mrs. H. 
L. Case. children have a 
schoolmate, Beatrice Reesor, 
daughter of the Reverend and Mrs. 
James B. Reesor, at Manila, Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

All of these children study at 
home with the aid of their parents. 
The school year begins for them 
with the arrival of a box of books 
from Baltimore which contains les- 
sons for the entire year and a 
teaching guide to help their par- 
ents. Each month the children pre- 
pare a special lesson and send it 

ack to Baltimore where a member 
of the Calvert faculty reviews it, 
grades it, and returns it with de- 
ailed suggestions for further work. 

There are Calvert students in vir- 
tually every country in the world, 
all getting an American education 
from the “little red school house” 
in Baltimore. 


Holiness Group Told of Need 
for “Purified” Christians 


A leader of the Free Methodist 
Church told the 89th annual con- 
vention of the National Holiness 
Association that the Christian 
Church suffers from ‘“powerless- 
ness” because its members are not 
purified. In his keynote address 
at Minneapolis, Bishop J. Paul Tay- 
lor said that “what a man is will 
influence others much more than 
what he says or does.” He said 
that “many, like Simon the sor- 
cerer, seek power for self-display 
under the pretense of seeking power 
for Christian service. They need 
purification first. That opens the 
channels for the flow of power. 
Rivers of living water do not issue 
from dead seas.” 


Dr. B. H. Pearson of Los Angeles 
told the delegates that 42 on 
more persons are born each year 
than are converted to Christianity. 
“The early Church had power, not 
merely ideas,” he declared. “It pro- 
duced results, not programs. God 
is seeking a Church and people 


today through whom He can pour 
a spiritual dynamic capable of 
transforming life.”

Japanese Churches Ask 
Britain to Cancel Bomb Tests 


The National Christian Council of 
Japan has asked the British Coun- 
cil of Churches to urge the British 
government to cancel its plans to 
carry out nuclear tests at Christ- 
mas Island. The Prime Minister 
of Japan sent a personal represent- 
ative to London, also, to appeal 
to Britain to stop the atomic and 
hydrogen bomb experiments in 
Asiatic waters. 

“No wonder the Japanese are 
alarmed,” the Bishop of Chichester 
said. ‘“‘The bombs dropped on Hiro- 
shima and Nagaski were mere 
child’s play — with the hy- 
drogen bombs of today.” He urged 
the British Council of Churches 
to take a strong stand against the 
bomb tests in Asia, saying, “The 
whole attitude of millions of Asiatic 
people toward Christian missions 
and Christian churches might be 
affected by what we do.” But the 
British church leaders were divided 
over the issue. They passed a reso- 
lution to deplore the nuclear tests 
by a vote of 39 to 32. 

The representative of Japan’s 
Prime Minister also visited Rome. 
He was received in audience by 
the Pope who reminded him of 
his Easter message last year in 
which he warned leaders of na- 
tions against the “homicidal, sui- 
cidal madness” of the atomic arms 
race and appealed for a “co- 
existence in truth, justice and love.” 
The Pope said he had not changed 
his opinion since that time.

Toronto Church Raises 
$300,000 for Missions 


The Peoples Church of Toronto, 
Canada, which has long been not- 
ed for its generous contributions to 
missions, set a new record last 
month b os $300,000 in cash 
and pledges. e gifts were re- 
ceived from approximately 2,000 
people during the annual mission- 
ary convention which lasted a 
whole month. 

The Reverend Oswald J. Smith, 
pastor of the church, said the rec- 
ord offering will make it possible 
to support new missionaries in ad- 
dition to the 350 who are already 
being supported. A number of 
nationally-known speakers were 
heard during the convention, in- 
cluding Ernest E. Manning, Prime 
Minister of the western Canadian 
province of Alberta; Robert G. Le- 
Tourneau, the industrialist; and 
the Claus Indian Family. Many 
foreign missionaries appeared in 
costume, and colored films of mis- 
sionary work were shown. 


Britain’s Anglicans Irked 
By Roman Catholics 


The Roman Catholic Church’s 
current campaign for conversions 
from among Church of England 
parishioners has burst out into 
open and bitter protests. Last 
month the controversy, which has 
long been violent at the parish 
level, drew fire from the Arch- 
bishops of both churches. 


Dr. Geoffrey Fishers, Archbishop 
of Canterbury, said at a diocesan 
conference at Wolverhampton, 
“There is a lot of direct hostilit 
to the Church (of England) led, 
am sorry to say, by the Roman 
Catholics in this country. The 
Roman Catholic Church in Britain 
is waging an open war against the 
Church of England, unlike its 
friendly counterparts on the Con- 
tinent.” 

Retorting to the Anglican 
charges, Dr. William God- 
frey, Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Westminster and the highest- 
ranking Roman Catholic in Britain, 
said: “Rather than make any 
statement, I prefer to leave it to 


the good sense of the British peo- 
ple judge who is waging open 
war ”
